A BIG ADVANCE IN 
AERIAL NAVIGATION. 
A new accomplishment in aeronau­ 
tics which has received little public 
notice in comparison to its importance 
is the recently established record of 
some flyers who discharged passen­ 
gers on the top of a hotel building in 
Cleveland, Ohio, and immediately re­ 
turning the air ship to its hangers, 
fifty miles away. 
The Aerial Age Weekly of New 
York takes the ground that this new 
feat establishes beyond question the 
commercial future of the American 
type of dirigibles, and comments fur­ 
ther as follows: 
“A new era has been inaugu­ 
rated in the aeronautic world in 
the wonderful performance of the 
first dirigible balloon built for 
the United States Army during 
the recent War—the A-4. 
This 
big airship, of the type familiarly 
known as ‘blimp,’ with Army Ci­ 
vilian Pilot James Shade at the

In common ^vitk a large part of ouf 
citizens, I have never been slow to de­ 
clare in favor of consolidation if it 
can be so brought, about as to be 
real consolidation or Albany and Do 
catur. On the other hand, my oppo 
sition has been declared 
from 
the 
first against any so-called form of 
consolidation which would be a mere 
forced union. 
As a number 
have 
wished to know what I mean by real 
consolidation, 1 will ask%ou to bear 
with me again in your columns. 
By real consolidation, ray meaning 
is that the union of the two towns 
should be brought about in such a way 
as to wipe out the imaginary line now 
separating Decatur from Albany and 
make them no longer two but one. 
Any form which would carry over 
Albany and Decatur as separate enti­ 
ties under one name and government 
could be but little better and might 
be far worse than the conditions now 
existing. 
The trouble with former efforts, if 
I am correctly informed, has 
been 
that 
consolidation 
proposal? 
have 
come from the one side or the other in 
such a way that somebody has been 
afraid somebody else was “trying to 
put something over" on them. 
There is one, and it seems to me 
only one, way in which real consoli­ 
dation could be brought about, viz., 
by the will of the majority of those 
who would constitute the new city 
The people alone should have the priv^ 
ilege of settling the three matters vi­ 
tally connected with 
consolidation. 
Any other way would bring the whole 
matter into question and arouse oppo­ 
sition on the one hand or the other. 
These th^ee things are as follows: 
First: Shall we consolidate or not? 
Let the people vote On it. Make it a 
straight issue, without strings tied to 
it, and they will quickly settle it one 
way or the other. 
Everybody ought 
to be willing to do this. Those favor 
ing consolidation claim that 75.% of 
the people favor. Those who oppose 
claim there are 75% with them. 
If 
both sides believe themselves, there 
should be no hesitancy in giving the 
people an opportunity to show how 
they really Btand on the proposition.

If we consolidate, what 
name shall the new city bear?
